STARTS WORK 
ON IMMENSE 
LOGAL PLANT 


Giant Concern Capitalizezd for 
Five Million Dollars—Will 
Spend Almost One Million On 
Its Richmond Plant. 


Is Second In Importance Only 
To Pullman Car Shops arid 
Standard Oil Company—Site 
Donated by George 8S. Wall. 


Largely through the efforts of 
George S. Wall, president of the 
Richmond Industrial Commission, 
the city of Richmond has had the 
the good fortune to be selected as 
the location for the gigantic plant 
‘of the General Roofing company, a 
concern capitalized for $5,000,000 
and which will spend about $750,- 
000 on its local plant. 

The site donated by Mr. Wall in- 
,cludes eight acres and is one of the 
best that could have been obtained 
in the Bay region. It represents 
a value of approximately $25,000. 

The local branch of the big com- 
pany wil be second in magnitude 
and in the number of men employed 
to only the Standard Oil company. 
It will be the only plant conduct- 
ed by the concern west of the 
rocky mountains and. will supply 
several lines of wall paper and 
well boards. rte tg AB ge 

The western coast of South Am- 
erica and all ports of the Pacific 
will be supplied by the Richmond 
_ factory. The wharves of the Rich- 
mond Belt Railroad will be utili- 
zed by the company for oriental 
shipments. 

One of the most important re- 
quisites of the operation of the 
plant is its water supply. About 
400,000 gallons daily will be cor- 
sumed and withing eighteen mon- 
ths it is estimated that over twice 
‘that amount will be required. Much 
of the water will be secured from 
wells which the company will bore. 

Announcement was made some 
time ago bythe People’s waer 
company that it could add 1,000,- 
000 gallons daily to its Richmond 
supplyin this vicinity. 

Preliminary work has been start- 
ed on the plant. The location 
is conveniently situated between 
the tracks of the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fe companies where they 
cross at the northern part of the 
city. 

The plant is not alone one of 
the greatest ever brought to this 
section but to the,entire state. 
Part of the credit is due to C. A. 
March, assistant industrial mana- 
ger for the Southern Pacific com- 
pany who has aided in bringing 
several big concerns to the coast. 

Manager Dutro .Cale was shown 
all free sites offered in Richmond 
but is said to have favored that of- 
fered by Wall the latter therefore 
carried on all negotiations.
